Where a district consists of more than

ture when it meets for the first time 
in January of each alternate yoar, The 
whole Legisiature elects the Council, 
but for many years the practice haa 
been to have the members of the ma- 
jority party of the House and Senate 
from the County entitled to the Coun:
